Applicants would like to thank the Examiner Thompson for the telephonic conference 
conducted on July 20, 2005 regarding this application. 

Applicants request that the Office Action of April 22, 2005 be withdrawn because the 
Examiner has not examined all of the claims. In response to the Advisory Action mailed August 
20, 2004, Applicants faxed a Response to Advisory Action on August 30, 2004 with a certificate 
of fax and a transmittal sheet stating 1 1 total pages in the transmission. Fax receipts from that 
day show that all 1 1 pages were sent.
